He h as liv ed th eir 
life and h e understands th eir p rob­ 
lems. 
Part of th e time wh ile h e was 
attending normal sch ool h e liv ed in 
th e old sh ack and boarded h imself.

for

Motor Speedway nex t Memorial Day . 
W ishart’s entry names the same car 
which the Easterner drov e in the last 
500-mile race, finishing fou rth. 
The 
bore of the cy linder is 5.1 inches and 
the piston stroke is 7.1, g iv ing a piston 
displacement 
of 
58 3 
cu bic 
inches, 
which is sev enteen cu bic inches be­ 
low the limit of the race. 
W ishart’s 
car is almost a du plicate of the Mer­ 
cedes 
entered 
by Ralph 
DePalma. 
Both of these cars made a wonderfu l 
showing at Sav annah in the recent 
Vanderbilt qnd Grand Prize races; 
Wishart finishing third in the Vander­ 
bilt, while DePalma finished second 
in the Vanderbilt and third in the 
Grand Prize. 
At this time last y ear there had 
been bu t fou r entries made to the first 
500-mile race, so the prospects for the 
second one seem ev en better than 
those of 19 11. 
The other entries to i 
the race consist of two Stu tz cars, en- J 
tered by the Ideal Motor Car Com­ 
pany , of Indianapolis; a Fiat, entered 
by E. E. Hewlett, of Los Ang eles, Cal., 
with Joe Matson named to driv e; two 
Case cars, entered by the J. I. Case 
Threshing Machine Company , of Ra­ 
cine, Wis. 
Harv ey Herrick and Lou is 
Disbrow hav e been nominated as the 
pilots of the two Case entries. 
There 
are also two Nationals and a Lex ing ­ 
ton. 
The fact that su ch farikou s driv ers 
hav e been entered early in the y ear, 
and that all the cars so far named are 
among the foremost racing machines 
in the world, makes it seem certain 
that the field cf starters nex t May 
will hav e ev en more class than the 
bu nch that took the word from starter 
Wag ner last y ear.

crowd of 150,000 persons may be cared 
tor easily .. 
One of the interesting featu res in 
connection with the nex t 500-mile race 
is 
that 
the 
foreig n» manu factu rer» 
hav e taken a g reater interest than 
ev er before and many requ ests for 
particu lars hav e been receiv ed from 
Eu ropean motor-car makers. 
The entry list so far for the race 
shows that eig ht American cars hu v o 
been entered as ag ainst three foreig n 
machines.

Harry Knig ht, who will driv e a six - 
cy linder Lex ing ton racing car in the 
second annu al 500-mile International 
Sweepg takes race at the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway nex t Memorial Day . 
Knig ht was a v ictim of one of the 
most thrilling accidents ev er seen at 
the Speedway , when du ring the last 
500-mile race he skidded into the pit 
walls and demolished his car tog ether 
with that of Herb Ly tle and escaped 
practically u ninju red. Knig ht ascribed 
the cause of his accident to the fact 
that he was try ing to tu rn his car su f­ 
ficiently to keep from 
running ov er a 
mechanician who had fallen from a 
car just ahead of him in the race. An 
effort was made to obtain a Carnegie 
medal for the y oung driv er. 
The car 
which he will driv e nex t Memorial Day 
is similar in ty pe to the car which he 
drov e lalt y ear for the Wescott Com­ 
pany . 


Who wants a snlary of $26,28 0,000 a 
y ear?

Tru e, the race will be one of the 
tou g hest battles ev er fou g ht in the 
cy linder conflict world, for 500 miles 
is a test su preme of both men and 
metal, bu t the g old and g lory are 
g reater than the Wardships which will 
be u nderg one, and dang er is not an 
element of consideration by the fear­ 
less masters of the motor. 
The International character of the 
ev ent is assu red, as the French, Ger­ 
man and Italian* makers are as mu ch 
interested as the Americans. 
From 
the standpoint of the spectator this 
contest will be one of the most thrill­ 
ing in the annals of motordom.
